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ALUMNI  DAY  IN  RETROSPECT 


TRUE  to  predictions,  the  1934  edition  of 
Alumni  Day  was  well  attended  and  thor- 
oughlj'  enjoyed.  Even  the  weather  man  co- 
operated by  withholding  the  nsual  tropical  tem- 
perature, although  he  was  inconsiderate  enough 
to  sjjrinkle  the  parade  Saturday  afternoon — not 
enough  to  break  up  the  ball  game,  unfortunately. 
We  lost  track  of  the  score  after  the  third  inning 
when  Muhlenberg  brought  in  twelve  runs.  It 
seems  to  be  a  tradition  that  the  home  team  take 
a  trouncing  on  Alumni  Day  when,  and  perhaps 
because,  they  are  over-anxious. 

There  were  several  records  broken  by  the  vari- 
ous reunion  classes.  '74  had  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  Lehigh  class  to  have  more  than 
one  man  present  for  their  .sixtietli  anniversary 
celebration.  The  two  surviving  members,  Caspar 
Wistar  Haines  and  Allan  Adam  Herr  were  both 
present  and  both  as  chipper  and  as  enthusiastic^ 
as  youngsters.  '29  bettered  all  previous  reunion 
attendances  by  showing  up  for  its  fifth  with  109 
strong.  The  five-year  class  also  staged  the  most 
unique  stunt  that  has  been  seen  on  Taylor  Field 
for  a  long  time,  when  they  dashed  into  the  stadi- 
um in  firemen 's  costumes  to  extinguish  a  blaz- 
ing house  that  had  been  set  up  on  the  field. 

Another  precedent  was  established  when  1933 
was  awarded  the  Active  Membership  Cup.  Al- 
though the  one-year  boys  only  had  26%  paid-up 
members,  this  figure  represented  76  actual  con- 
tributors to  the  Alumni  Fund,  which  was  about 
twice  as  many  as  the  other  classes  of  comparable 
size.  New  regulations  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
made  this  award  possible  and  everyone  agreed 
that  '33  deserved  recognition.  However,  it  was 
kind  of  a  dirty  trick  on  '89,  which,  under  the  old 
rules,  would  have  walked  off  with  the  Cup  by 
virtue  of  a  70%  membership  record  for  the  year. 
And  incidentally,  we  suspect  that  '89  also  estab- 
lished another  record  for  attendance  at  a  45- 
year  reunion. 

The  Alumni  Diimer  on  Friday  evening  turned 
out  to  be  more  entertaining  tlian  usual,  thanks 


largely  to  some  of  the  extemporaneous  speeches. 
The  theme  of  the  evening  was  athletics  and 
everyone  had  a  chance  to  air  his  views  on  this 
ever-popular  topic.  A  number  of  students  con- 
tributed to  the  entertainment  by  boxing,  fencing 
and  wrestling  exhibitions ;  the  new  football 
coaches  were  introduced;  Billy  Sheridan  was 
presented  with  a  purse  and  Tony  Bianco,  '14, 
topped  off  the  program  with  an  extemporaneous 
explanation  of  how  the  athletic  problem  could 
be  solved  by  "going  out  and  getting  them." 

THE  high-spot  of  the  whole  week-end  however, 
was  the  Alumni  Council  Meeting  which  start- 
ed out  conventionally  enough  but  which  wound 
up  like  an  old-time  revival  meeting.  From  a  very 
frank  discussion  of  how  well  the  Alumni  Council 
has  functioned  in  its  job  of  promoting  the  Alum- 
ni Fund  there  developed  a  sentiment  Avhich 
seemed  literallj'  to  sweep  through  the  room  and 
which  was  expressed  in  such  words  as  "Let's 
i[uit  theorizing  about  how  it's  going  to  be  done; 
let's  all  get  to  work  and  do  it.''  It  was  a  reaction 
typical  of  a  Lehigh  crowd ;  the  realization  that  if 
Lehigh  is  to  keep  moving  ahead,  she  must  have 
the  support  of  her  sons,  and  the  further  realiza- 
tion that  there  is  no  shortcut  to  success  but  that 
the  Alumni  Fund  and  Lehigh  it.self  will  only 
prosper  insofar  as  each  mother's  son  of  us  gives 
and  works  a  little  harder  than  we  ever  did  be- 
fore. That  is  good,  sound  sense  and  no  one  knows 
it  better  than  the  man  who  found  himself  swept 
into  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Council  —  E.  F. 
Johnson,  '07.  For  years  he  has  given  and  worl^ed 
for  Lehigh  and  now  he  willingly  undertakes  to 
work  harder  than  ever  to  conviiice  you  and  me 
of  the  responsibility  that  is  ours. 

Every  man  came  away  from  that  Council 
meeting  feeling  that  the  alumni  of  Lehigh  had 
taken  a  new  lease  on  life  and  that  Alumni  Day, 
1934,  marked  the  beginning  of  a  rennaissance 
that  will  be  proudly  evident  to  all  within  the 
next  vear.

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College  Year  Marked  by  Several   Progressive 
Steps  and  Accomplishments 


Excerpts   from  Address  to  the 
Alumni   by    President    Richards 


BECAUSE  of  governmeutal  action  dur- 
ing the  past  year  following  the  dis- 
astrous depression,  the  University,  like 
other   enterprises,   is   faced  with   puzzling 
financial  problems  which  demand  that  we 
continue   to   exercise   great   caution  in   its 
management  to  avoid  the  creation  of  em- 
barrassing deficits.    It  gives  me  very  great 
satisfaction  to  note  that  it  now  seems  likely 
that  the  record  of  living  within  our  means 
that  extends  back  many  years  may  not  be 
broken  for  the  current  fiscal  year.   While  it  is  iinlikely 
that  we  shall  have  an  operating  surjDlus  this  j'ear  com- 
parable with  those  in  former  years,  it  is  probable  that 
the  year's  budget  will  at  least  be  balancecl.   Because  of 
the  prospect  for  a  further  though  small  reduction  in 
income  for  the  fiscal  j^ear  beginning  September  1,  1934, 
again  we  have  reduced  somewhat  our  proposed  expen- 
ditures.  Despite  this  fact,  however,  the  budget  for  the 
next  fiscal  year  that  we  have  prepared  and  tentatively 
approved  shows  a  small  deficit. 


High  Lights  Included  Balanced  Budget,  Devel- 
opment of  New  Course  in  Sanitary  Engineer- 
ing, Formulation  of  Plans  for  "Palestra", 
Relative  High  Standing  of  journalistic  and 
Business  Administration  Students,  Excellent 
Rating  of  R.O.T.C,  Financial  Aid  to  Under- 
graduates, Rationalization  of  the  Entrance 
Requirements. 


Proposed  "Palestra" 
URING  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  necessary 


for 


the  University  to  mark  time  in  its  physical  develop- 
ment despite  the  fact  that  there  are  many  phj'sical 
needs  that  are  as  yet  iinsupplied.  There  is  one  major 
building  project,  the  erection  of  a  recreation  building, 
which  should  be  provided  soon.  Your  attention  to  this 
project  was  called  several  years  ago  after  the  prepara- 
tion of  preliminary  studies  for  such  a  building  by  our 
architects,  Messrs.  Visscher  and  Burley.  Recently 
Colonel  Kellogg.  Director  of  the  Division  of  Athletics 
and  Physical  Education,  has  gone  over  the  preliminary 
studies  carefully,  has  compared  them  with  plans  of 
similar  buildings  elsewhere,  and  in  cooperation  with 
Mr.  Litzenberger,  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  has  modified  them  so  that  they  will  more  ef- 
fectively serve  our  athletic  needs  and  at  the  same  time 
a  variety  of  other  needs  that  are  not  now  properly  cared 
for.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  building  and  of 
its  equipment  will  be  $525,000.00. 

Of  course,  in  considering  the  University's  immedi- 
ate building  needs  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  sooner  or  later  the  University  must  make 
a  start  on  the  erection  of  the  proposed  dormitory  group, 
the  model  of  which  you  have  all  seen  in  the  Memorial 
Room  in  this  building. 

New  Courses  and  Entrance  Requirements 

QURING  the  last  few  years,  the  aKculiou  of  our  Fac- 
ulty has  been  concentrated  upon  the  perfecting  of 
the  various  courses  that  are  taught  and  on  the  possi- 


bility of  developing  certain  new  curricula  that  will  ex- 
pand our  opportunities  for  service  without  increasing 
our  costs  of  instruction.  Thus,  for  instance,  a  new  cur- 
riculum in  Sanitarj-  Engineering  has  been  approved  and 
will  be  offered  for  the  first  time  next  September.  It 
combines  a  group  of  subjects,  each  of  which  is  already 
taught,  into  one  of  the  best  conceived  curriculums  in 
this  field  of  which  I  have  knowledge.  Obviously,  the 
subjects  in  this  curriculum  include  the  general  funda- 
mentals of  science  and  engineering  that  underlie  all 
engineering,  together  with  certain  courses  in  civil  engi- 
neering, in  chemical  engineering  and  in  bacteriolog.y, 
knowledge  of  which  is  essential  to  the  solution  of  prob- 
lems in  water  supply  engineering,  sewage  disposal,  gen- 
eral sanitation,  etc.  Further,  while  the  curriculum  has 
not  yet  been  presented  to  and  approved  by  the  faculty, 
the  head  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics  is  seri- 
ously considering  the  establishment  of  a  curriculum  in 
engineering  mathematics  that  will  seek  better  to  pre- 
pare its  graduates  for  the  mathematical  analysis  of  the 
more  complicated  problems  that  develop  in  engineering 
and  in  scientific  research. 

DECENTLY  upon  the  initiative  of  the  faculty  com- 
mittee on  admissions  certain  minor  changes  in  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the  University  have  been 
put  into  effect  which  without  lowering  the  admission 
standards  will  doubtless  prevent  the  loss  of  some  pros- 
pective students.  The  chief  changes  include  the  trans- 
fer of  history  from  the  list  of  required  subjects  to  the 
elective  subjects  for  admission  to  each  of  the  three  col- 
leges; and  for  the  Colleges  of  Business  Administration 
and  Engineering  the  transfer  of  all  language  except 
English  from  the  list  of  required  to  the  list  of  elective 
subjects  These  changes  were  made  because  of  the  fact 
that  no  preparatory  work  in  historj-  is  demanded  of 
students  of  the  University  who  elect  to  take  history, 
and  because  language  is  no  longer  a  fixed  requirement 
in  the  curricula  in  engineering  and  in  Business  Ad- 
ministration. In  the  past  it  has  been  found  that  these 
fixed  requirements  in  non-essential  subjects  have  led 
otherwise  desirable  prospective  students  who  had  not 
had  them,  to  seek  admission  in  institutions  where  these 
subjects  were  elective. 
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Lehigh  Host  to  Thousands 

"THE  success  of  Lehigh's  first  "Open  House"  tliat  was 
lield  a  year  ago  led  us  to  malce  tliis  affair  an  annual 
event.  On  April  20  the  second  "Open  House"  was 
held  with  an  attendance  conservatively  estimated  at 
20,000,  which  was  considerably  larger  than  at  the  first 
one.  The  whole  affair  li^d  such  a  high  educational 
value  as  to  be  very  interesting  to  those  who  were  in  at- 
tendance. Its  publicity  value  to  the  University  is,  of 
course,  tremendously  great.  On  the  day  following  our 
"Open  House"  we  entertained  a  group  of  approxi- 
mately four  hundred  prospective  students  at  the  annual 
Sub-Freshman  Daj%  on  which  occasion  all  the  "Open 
House"  exhibits  were  open  to  our  guests. 

On  May  12  the  Universit.y  sponsored  its  first  Inter- 
scholastic  Press  Conference  in  the  hope  that  through 
this  device  we  could  render  some  real  assistance  to  those 
who  are  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  secondary  school 
publications  in  this  vicinit.y,  while  at  the  same  time 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  these  young  people  the  op- 
portunities for  the  study  of  journalism  which  the  Uni- 
versity affords.  Much  to  our  surprise,  the  attendance 
at  this  aff'air  was  nearly  three  hundred,  including  some 
fifty  or  more  faculty  advisers. 

"Proof  of  the  Pudding" 

THAT  the  development  of  courses  in  journalism  in  the 
Department  of  Englsh  at  Lehigh  has  been  eft'ective 
in  improving  the  quality  of  the  Brown  and  White  is 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  in  the  last  eight  semi- 
annual news  and  editorial  contests  sijonsored  by  the 
Intercollegiate  Newspaper  Association  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic  States,  Lehigh  students  received  five  first 
places,  four  second  places  and  three  honorable  men- 
tions; and  in  the  last  four  annual  competitions  con- 
ducted by  the  Pi  Delta  Epsilon,  national  honorary 
journalistic  society,  Lehigh  students  have  received 
three  first  prizes,  two  second  prizes,  a  tie  for  second,  two 
third  prizes  and  twelve  honorable  mentions  for  articles 
that  were  written  and  published  in  the  Brown  and 
White.  This  record  has  been  characterized  by  Pro- 
fessor W.  S.  Maulsby,  executive  secretary  of  the 
National  College  Press  Association,  as  "The  Prize  Win- 
ning College  Newsj)aper  of  All  Time. ' ' 


Naturally  I  am  interested  in  any  opportunity  to 
compare  the  achievements  of  Lehigh  students  with 
those  of  other  institutions.  In  this  connection  my  at- 
tention has  just  been  called  to  an  "Efficiency  Contest" 
recently  conducted  by  the  Alpha  Kappa  Psi  profes- 
sional commerce  or  business  administration  fraternitj', 
in  which  Lehigh  ranked  fifth  among  the  forty-eight 
chapters  now  in  existence.  The  Lehigh  chaj)ter  out- 
ranked all  other  chapters  in  the  number  of  points  se- 
cured for  the  scholarship  of  its  members.  It  tied  for 
third  place  for  the  professional  program  which  it  put 
on,  and  tied  for  second  place  for  service  rendered  to  the 
College  of  Business  Administration. 

Very  interesting  statistics  were  found  in  the  records 
of  the  1933-1934  American  Council  on  Education's  In- 
telligence Tests  that  were  given  last  fall  to  Freshman 
students  in  several  hundred  American  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. Among  the  institutions  whose  records  were 
reported,  forty,  including  Lehigh,  had  three  hundred 
or  more  freshmen.  Of  these,  nine,  including  Lehigh, 
had  a  median  score  of  180  or  better. 

Information  from  the  War  Department  has  just  been 
received  indicating  that  the  Lehigh  unit  of  the  R.  0. 
T.  C.  has  again  been  given  the  rating  of  "Excellent" 
for  the  current  year,  the  highest  rating  that  is  awarded. 

Financial  Help  to  Students 

INURING  the  past  year  the  University  has  given  fi- 
nancial  assistance  to  an  unusually  large  number  of 
students  in  the  amount  of  over  $100,000,  including  such 
free  tuition  scholarships  as  the  I-niversitj'  ott'ers,  the 
usual  loans  from  our  various  loan  funds,  and  deferred 
tuition  scholarships  which  are  to  be  repaid  with  in- 
terest. Through  CWA  grants  131  Lehigh  students  have 
each  received  aid  during  the  semester  to  the  average 
amount  of  $15.00  per  month,  and  a  variety  of  useful 
things  have  been  clone  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  tlniversity. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  is  a  substantial  in- 
crease over  recent  years  in  the  number  of  firms  sending 
representatives  to  the  University  to  interview  seniors, 
and  in  the  number  of  definite  offers  of  positions  that 
have  resulted  from  these  interviews.

Report   of   the   Executive    Secretary 

IN  COMMON  with  every  other  enter- 
'  prise,  the  Alumni  Association's  main 
concern  during  the  year  now  closing  has 
been  to  keep  the  wheels  turning  and  the 
sheriff  away  from  the  door.  In  this,  we 
have  been  successful,  thanks  to  the  un- 
wavering support  of  the  rank  and  file  of 
Lehigh  men  who  have  given  not  only  of 
their  money  but  of  their  time  and  in- 
terest to  the  projects  that  we  laid  out  for 
accomplishment  this  year. 

The  largest  part  of  our  efforts  this 
year,  by  far,  has  been  directed  against 
the  problem  of  helping  the  University 
maintain   its  student   enrollment.     This 


co-operative  effort  was  started  last  year 
and  although  we  were  all  quite  green,  we 
were  easily  able  to  recognize  some  re- 
sults when  the  class  of  1937  arrived  on 
the  campus  as  Freshmen.  This  year,  we 
have  extended  and  intensified  the  same 
plan  and,  having  profited  by  our  earlier 
mistakes,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  work  has  been  more  efficient  and 
more  productive.  In  brief,  the  system 
that  has  been  evolved  consists  of  close 
co-oi3eration  with  the  Registrar's  office 
so  that  whenever  a  bona  fide  prospective 
student  makes  inquiry  about  entrance  re- 
quirements, courses  of  study,  etc.,  his 
name  and  address  is  forwarded  to  a  Le- 
high alumnus  who  lives  close  at  hand. 
The  alumnus  is  asked  to  meet  the  boy 
personally,  and  to  size  him  up  as  a  pros- 
pective Lehigh  man.  If  the  boy  seems  to 
fall  short  of  the  Lehigh  standard,  the 
alumnus  so  reports  and  no  further  effort 
to  interest  him  is  made.  If.  however,  the 
boy  appears  to  be  a  desirable  candidate, 
the  alumnus  can  frequently  communicate 
some  of  his  own  enthusiasm  for  Lehigh 
to  the  youngster.  It  happens  very  fre- 
quently that  the  alumnus  contacting  the 
student  whose  name  has  been  handed  him 
discovers  that  the  boy  has  a  buddy  down 
the  street  who  will  probably  choose  the 
same  college  and  it  is  in  this  way  that  a 
great  many  new  names  have  been  added 
tc  the  prospective  student  list  in  the 
Registrar's  office.  There  are  countless 
ramifications  to  this  general  procedure — 
very  frequently  the  alumnus  gets  person- 
ally interested  in  the  boy  and  begins  cor- 
respondence in  his  behalf  to  work  out  de- 
tails of  entrance  requirements,  financial 
airangements,  living  accommodations, 
etc.  Obviously,  the  student  is  grateful 
for  such  interest  and  his  enthusiasm  tor 
Lehigh  mounts  by  leaps  and  bounds.

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I  have  outlined  the  mechanics  of  this 
project  briefly  because  I  tliinli  you  will 
realize  that  when  you  undertake  to  fol- 
low up  some  two  thousand  prospective 
students  through  the  personal  efforts  of 
700  alumni,  you  are  building  up  a  right 
good-sized  business  for  the  central  clear- 
ing house,  which  is,  of  course,  the 
Alumni  office.  To  say  that  the  Alumni 
office  staff  has  been  kept  busy  by  this 
work  this  year  is  to  express  it  very 
mildly.  And  I  venture  to  say  that  if 
the  time  that  has  been  devoted  by  all 
the  alumni  who  have  co-operated  were 
fairly  evaluated,  their  contribution 
would  represent  an  impressive  figure. 
The  project  has  been  beneficial  both  to 
the  University  and  to  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. The  additional  students 
mean  added  income  to  Lehigh  from 
tuition;  the  opportunity  to  be  of  prac- 
tical service  to  Lehigh  has  stimulated 
and  re-awakened  the  interest  of  many 
alumni. 

Another  relatively  new  project  of  the 
Alumni  Association  has  been  further  de- 
veloped during  the  current  year — the 
Placement  Service.  When  the  Alumni 
Association  launched  this  enterprise  in 
July,  1932,  it  was  undertaken  as  an  ex- 
periment for  one  year.  President  Rich- 
ards and  the  Board  of  Trustees  co- 
operated most  generously  by  granting  a 
partial  subsidy  for  the  experiment.  As 
I  reported  last  June,  the  first  year  of  the 
Placement  Service  left  it  quite  defi- 
nitely out  of  the  experimental  class.  Its 
second  year  now  closing  even  further 
entrenched  It  as  a  valuable  adjunct  to 
the  University.  While  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  find  jobs  for  all  the  alumni 
who  have  registered,  a  very  reasonable 
percentage  of  them  have  been  helped 
both  in  temporary  or  tide-over  jobs  and 
by  permanent  happy  connections.  It  is, 
however,  in  providing  part-time  work 
for  undergraduates  that  the  placement 
service  has  scored  its  greatest  success. 
Every  available  concession  on  the  cam- 
pus has  been  organized  to  provide  jobs 
for  needy  students;  130  boys  were  en- 
abled to  earn  up  to  $15.00  a  month 
through  a  CWA  appropriation  which 
was  portioned  out  as  wages  for  useful 
work  done  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  University  by  needy  students;  a 
system  of  helping  the  seniors  to  find 
jcbs  has  been  worked  out  In  great  de- 
tail and  has  been  described  by  some  of 
the  industrial  personnel  men  who  have 
made  use  of  It  as  the  best  set-up  of  its 
kind  they  have  ever  seen.  While  It  is 
still  too  early  to  give  accurate  figures, 
indications  are  that  52%  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  will  have  jobs.  The  success 
of  the  Placement  Bureau  has  been  due 
entirely  to  the  skillful  and  energetic  di- 
rection of  J.  A.  Brodhead,  '07. 

The  Lehigh  Clubs  have  responded  to  :i 
more  cheerful  economic  outlook  this 
year  by  programs  cf  increased  activity 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  and  Pitts- 
burgh have  not  only  held  several  very 
successful  meetings  but  have  also  done 
splendid  work  in  connection  with  the 
prospective  student  program.  In  April, 
the  Philadelphia  Lehigh  Club  staged  the 
finest  sub-freshman  meeting  that  I  ever

attended;  later  the  Club  sponsored  a 
concert  and  dance  by  the  Lehigh  musi- 
cal clubs  to  which  Philadelphia  sub- 
freshmen  were  invited.  The  New  York 
Club's  Committee  on  Prospective  Stu- 
dents, under  Morton  Sultzer,  '12,  and 
the  Pittsburgh  Club,  under  Ed.  Stotz, 
'20,  have  done  a  tremendous  amount  of 
exceedingly  productive  work  with  the 
high  school  boys  in  those  districts.  R. 
E.  Swope,  '10,  and  Bob  Lentz,  '30,  in 
Buffalo  have  also  given  splendid  service 
in  those  cities.  The  Lehigh  Club  of 
Northeastern  Pennsylvania  staged  one 
of  the  largest  meetings  in  its  history  In 
Ilazleton  this  spring,  with  the  entire 
athletic  department  as  its  guests  and 
with  that  old  maestro  of  Lehigh  meet- 
ings, A.  D.  Macfarlane,  '04,  as  the  com- 
mittee. The  Lehigh  radio  program  on 
April  27,  arranged  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Cities  Service  Co.  and  F.  R. 
Coates,  '90,  was  the  occasion  for  a  num- 
ber of  Lehigh  Club  meetings  from  Coast 


to  Coast,  although  the  president  of  the 
Southern  California  Lehigh  Club,  who 
is  In  the  room,  and  who  listened  to  his 
so-called  radio  in  vain,  still  insists  that 
the  broadcast  was  a  hoax  and  that  I  am 
an  unprincipled  prevaricator. 

I  cannot  pass  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press admiration  and  appreciation  for 
the  inconspicuous  but  important  work  of 
the  class  agents  and  class  correspond- 
ents. They  have  a  thankless  job,  as  a 
rule,  but  such  Is  the  quality  of  their 
loyalty  that  they  ask  no  thanks  save  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their  efforts 
have  strengthened  the  bonds  of  class 
and  college  spirit.  No  man  could  ask 
for  a  finer  group  of  co-workers  than  our 
Lehigh  class  agents  and  correspondents. 
To  them  goes  all  credit  for  the  en- 
couraging increase  In  the  number  of  ac- 
tive members  this  year  as  compared 
with  last.  In  this  connection,  I  want  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  remarkable 
performance  of  the  Class  of  1933.    Gradu-

ating  near  the  pit  of  the  Depression, 
these  young  fellows  have  turned  in  a 
record  for  the  first  year  as  alumni  that 
is  au  inspiration  and  a  challenge  to  the 
rest  of  us.  Seventy-six  members  of  1933 
are  paid-up  members  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. Their  nearest  rivals  are  '95 
with  58  men,  '23  with  49,  and  1910  with 
42.  And  with  respect  to  the  amount  con- 
tributed to  the  Alumni  Fund,  the  Class 
of  1933  has  piled  up  a  total  greater  than 
that  of  any  class  back  to  1910!  I  think 
those  figures  express  more  eloquently 
than  words,  the  kind  of  alumni  Lehigh 
is  turning  out  today. 

The  Alujiki  Bulletin  has  suffered  a 
further  reduction  of  revenue,  as  a  re- 
sult of  lost  advertising,  but  we  have 
managed  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  re- 
ducing it  to  the  dwarfed  size  that 
threatened  last  fall.  We  are  planning 
to  surprise  you  next  fall  with  a  bigger 
and  better  Bulletin,  all  dressed  up  in  a 
new  format,  and  with  more  pictures  and 
some  interesting  new  features.  It  is 
our  intention  to  make  the  Bulletin  so 
attractive  next  year  that  advertisers 
will  not  be  able  to  resist  the  opportunity 
of  buying  space  in  it,  and  I  earnestly 
beg  the  sympathetic  co-operation  of  all 
alumni  who  are  connected  with  firms 
which  might  appropriately  advertise  in 
the  Bulletin. 

We  welcome  today  the  newest  recruits 
to  our  ranks,  the  baby  class  of  1934.  I 
have  come  to  know  these  boys  well  dur- 
ing their  four  years  at  Lehigh  and  I  can 
promise  you  that  they  will  be  able  re- 
inforcements to  replace  those  faithful 
ones  who  have  passed  the  Big  Com- 
mencement.

R.  S.  Taylor,  '95,  Treasurer  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  presented  the  fi- 
nancial report  published  on  page  9. 

The  report  was  approved  as  read.  Wal- 
ter R.  Okeson,  '95,  called  attention  toths 
fact  that  the  Treasurer's  report  had 
been,  as  usual,  audited  by  F.  W.  B.  Pile, 
'S8,  who  for  many  years  has  contributed 
his  expert  services  annually  for  this 
thankless  job.  He  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Pile  for  his  many  courte- 
sies and  general  helpfulness  in  this  con- 
nection. The  motion  was  duly  seconded 
and  carried  by  general  acclaim. 

President  Farnham  reported  briefly 
on  the  Alumni  Council  meeting  held  the 
day  previous.  He  announced  the  elec- 
tion of  E.  F.  Johnson,  '07.  as  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Johnson  rose  to 
acknowledge  the  applause.

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President  Farnliam  called  on  Presi- 
dent Richards  for  a  report  on  the  pro- 
gress of  the  University  during  the  past 
year.  Dr.  Richards  delivered  a  timely 
and  interesting  address  vvfhich  is  repro- 
duced in  part  on  pages  4  and  5. 

The  Reunion  Cup,  won  last  year  by 
'S3,  was  presented  by  A.  E.  Forstall,  '83, 
to  the  Class  of  1874.  Caspar  Wistar 
Haines  receiving  the  trophy  in  behalf  of 
himself  and  A.  A.  Herr,  the  two  sur- 
viving members  of  '74,  both  of  whom 
were  present  for  Alumni  Day. 

A.  E.  Forstall,  'S3,  announced  that  a 
bronze  tablet  in  honor  of  the  late  H.  A. 
Porterfield,  'S3,  had  just  been  erected  in 
the  hallway  of  the  Alumni  Memorial 
Building  by  the  Class  of  '83.  Forstall 
explained  that  during  the  panic  of  1891, 
Lehigh  was  nearly  obliged  to  close  its 
doors.  Porterfield  organized  an  alumni 
campaign  which  netted  between  thirty 
and  forty  thousand  dollars  for  the  cur- 
rent running  expenses  of  the  University. 
This  gift  was  matched  by  a  like  amount 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  further 
augmented  by  an  appropriation  from  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  In  recognition 
of  this  early  leadership  by  their  class- 
mate, the  surviving  members  of  '83  have 
caused  to  be  erected  this  tablet  bearing 
the  following  inscription :  "In  recogni- 
tion of  his  distinctive  service  in  draw- 
ing together  the  Alumni  of  Lehigh  in 
their  first  campaign  to  aid  their  Ahna 
Mater.  Dedicated  to  his  memory  by  his 
classmates  on  the  occasion  of  their  fifty- 
first  reunion." 

The  Alumni  Secretary  was  called  upon 
to  award  the  Active  Membersliip  Cup. 
Explaining  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
had  revised  the  rules  of  award,  he  an- 
nounced their  decision  to  present  the 
cup  this  year  to  the  class  of  1933  in 
recognition  of  their  remarkable  record 
of  having  78  paid-up  members,  a  figure 
nearly  double  that  of  the  nearest  com- 
petitor. The  cup  was  formally  accepted 
for  that  class  by  its  president,  F.  C. 
Keck,  of  Pittsburgh. 

President  Farnham  welcomed  the 
class  of  1934  to  the  Alumni  Association 
and  called  upon  Ben  Bishop,  president 
of  the  Class,  to  say  a  few  words  in  be- 
half of  this  year's  graduates.  Bishop, 
who  is  also  a  National  Intercollegiate 
Champion  Wrestler  at  155  pounds,  de- 
clared that  the  class  of  '34  appreciated 
their  responsibilities  as  alumni  and 
would  lend  every  effort  to  play  their 
part  in  Lehigh  affairs  from  now  on. 

L.  M.  Fraivillig  announced  the  results 
of  the  Alumni  Association  ballot  for  the 
tellers.  These  results  have  been  given 
at  the  beginning  of  this  article. 

President  Farnham  called  upon  each 
of  the  newly  elected  officers  to  rise  and 
then  turned  over  the  gavel  to  the  newly 
elected  President,  Morton  Sultzer,  '12. 

After  expressing  his  gratification  over 
the  honor  conferred  upon  him  by  his 
fellow  alumni,  Mr.  Sultzer  pledged  his 
best  efforts  to  the  continuation  of  the 
good  work  of  the  Association 

There  being  no  further  business,  the 
meeting  was  then  adjourned  at  12:35.

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E.  F.  Johnson/07,  Elected  Chairman  of  Alumni  Council 
as  Body  Votes  to  Launch  Aggressive  Fund  Effort 


CONFRONTED  with  the  resignation 
of  its  Chairman,  A.  R.  Glancy,  '03, 
the  Lehigh  Alumni  Council,  with 
Robert  Farnham,  '99,  acting  as  Chair- 
man, took  account  of  stock,  weighed  its 
own  effectiveness  and  reached  a  unani- 
mous and  enthusiastic  decision  to  re- 
sume its  promotional  activities  for  the 
Alumni  Fund  with  renewed  energy  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  E.  F.  Johnson,  '07, 
of  Detroit,  was  voted  into  the  otiice  of 
Chairman,  in  a  wave  of  enthusiasm 
which  successfully  drowned  out  his 
modest  protests  that  he  was  "not  the 
man  for  the  job."  It  was  one  of  the  most 
stimulating  meetings  in  the  history  of 
the  Council  and  not  only  provided  an  op- 
portunity for  a  free  exchange  of  ideas 
concerning  many  aspects  of  alumni  af- 
fairs but  also  convincingly  demonstrated 
a  general  sentiment  to  the  effect  that  the 
time  has  come  when  the  alumni  of  Le- 
high must  get  back  to  work  on  the  job 
of  providing  funds  for  the  further  de- 
velopment of  President  Richards'  plans 
for  the  University.

Mr.  Farnham  explained  that  Mr. 
Glancy  was  unable  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing and  had  tendered  his  resignation  as 
Chairman  of  the  Council  because  he  was 
drafted  by  the  NRA  Administration  in 
Washington  and  is  head  over  heels  in 
work  for  the  President's  Recovery  Pro- 
gram. Mr.  Farnham  then  called  on 
President  Charles  Russ  Richards  for  a 
few  extemporaneous  remarks  as  a  key- 
note for  the  meeting. 

PRESIDENT  RICHARDS  expressed 
briefly  some  of  the  complications 
thrust  upon  the  endowed  colleges  by  the 
devaluation  of  the  dollar  and  the  pre- 
vailing uncertainty  in  the  national  eco- 
nomic situation.  "The  New  Deal,"  he 
said,  with  a  rueful  smile,  "is  a  raw  deal 
for  the  endowed  institutions,  for  the  de- 
valuation of  the  dollar  means  an  eventual 
reduction  in  the  productive  income  from 
endowment." 


Mr.  Farnham  then  called  upon  the 
Secretary  for  his  report,  which  appears 
below : 

Report    of    Secretary 

IN  ACCORDANCE  with  the  decision  of 
'  the  Lehigh  Alumni  Council  in  June, 
1933,  the  machinery  of  the  Council, 
notably  the  district  organizations,  have 
been  utilized  extensively  in  the  work  of 
promoting  student  enrollment  and  the 
personal  follow-up  of  desirable  prospec- 
tive students.  The  alumni  have  under- 
taken this  missionary  work  in  a  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation.  They  have  not 
hesitated  to  express  unfavorable  opinions 
in  the  case  of  boys  who  appeared  to  fall 
below  the  Lehigh  standard.  Nor  have 
they  spared  any  pains  to  cultivate  and 
sell  Lehigh  to  the  young  men  of  promise. 
While  it  is  imposible  to  evaluate  accu- 
rately the  effect  of  this  personal  contact, 
it  is  certain  that  a  considerable  number 
of  boys  were  induced  to  choose  Lehigh 
as  their  college  because  of  the  interest 
displayed  by  alumni  in  their  own  neigh- 
borhoods. It  is  also  encouraging  to 
know  that  according  to  the  latest  figures 
in  the  Registrar's  Office,  applications  on 
file  this  year  are  in  excess  of  the  corre- 
sponding date  last  year  by  10%. 

While  the  prospective  student  work 
has  been  allowed  purposely  to  over- 
shadow somewhat  the  fund-raising  func- 
tion of  the  Alumni  Council  this  year,  the 
latter  has  been  by  no  means  neglected. 
At  the  meeting  of  this  body  last  Novem- 
ber, it  was  decided  to  place  particular 
emphasis  on  the  solicitation  of  Alumni 
Dues,  stressing  the  fact  to  our  constitu- 
ency that  unless  the  parent  alumni  or- 
ganization is  properly  supported,  none 
of    its    offspring    can    be    kept    healthy. 

The  returns  from  the  five  mailings 
have  shown  a  slight  improvement  over 
last  year,  the  figures  being  as  follows;

Comparing  the  two  years  by  total  re- 
ceipts gives  a  less  encouraging  picture. 
The  1933  total  was  $56,554.49.  but  this 
year  it  has  dropped  to  $29,646.42.  It 
should  be  recognized  in  this  connection, 
however,  that  most  of  this  falling  off 
was  due  to  the  expiration  of  the  several 
large  pledges  to  the  library  fund. 

The  class  agents  have,  as  usual,  given 
splendid  support  to  the  Alumni  Fund 
program.  They,  too,  have  specifically 
stressed  Alumni  Dues  and  I  am  quite 
sure  that  the  improvement  over  last 
year  is,  in  a  large  part,  due  to  their 
work. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  of  the  wonderful  co- 
operation that  has  been  accorded  to  Le- 
high and  to  me  personally  during  the 
past  year  by  the  hundreds  of  alumni 
who  have  participated  so  effectively  in 
prospective  student  work,  to  that  must 
loyal  of  all  Lehigh  groups,  the  class 
agents,  and  to  Mr.  A.  R.  Glancy,  '03,  who 
has  been  a  cheerful  and  inspiring  leader 
during  his  three  years  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Council.

He  sketched 
briefly  the  background  and  history  of 
the  Alumni  Council  from  its  original 
status  as  a  sort  of  house  of  representa- 
tives or  steering  committee  for  the  gen- 
eral Alumni  Association,  through  to  the 
present  time,  when  the  Council's  main 
function  is  the  promotion  of  the  Alumni 
Fund.

In  response  to  requests  from  the  floor, 
the  Secretary  i-ose  to  express  the  opinion 
that  the  Council  as  constituted  was 
about  as  effective  a  machine  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Fund  as  could  be  devised. 

W.  R.  Okeson,  '95,  called  upon  for  an 
opinion,  stated  that,  to  him,  the  most 
important  aspects  of  the  situation  were 
summed  up  in  Dr.  Richards'  statement 
that  the  University  was  obiged  to  mark 
time.  "No  University  can  mark  time 
indefinitely  without  sliding  backward," 
said  Okey.  "We  ought  to  give  Dr. 
Richards  the  funds  that  he  needs  to  keep 
Lehigh  going  ahead.  Other  colleges  are 
working  right  now  to  build  up  contribu- 
tions by  means  of  bequests  and  immedi- 
ate gifts." 

Walton  Forstall,  '91.  pointed  out  that 
the  class  agents  in  the  younger  classes 
have  such  a  large  constituency  that  it  is 
practically  impossible  for  them  to  cover 
their  territory  adequately.  He  sug- 
gested that  in  those  classes  numbering 
more  than  one  hundred,  the  class  agents 
should  have  several  assistants.  Craig 
Leidy  ,'98,  declared  his  emphatic  opinion 
that  the  present  Alumni  Council  set-up 
is  "dead-right".  "Don't  let  current  con- 
ditions fool  you,"  he  urged,  "We  have 
eased  up  on  the  contributions  lately  and 
with  very  good  reason,  but  now  that 
things  look  better,  we  can  go  back  to 
work  and  bring  the  Fund  back  to  where 
it  ought  to  be  if  we'll  just  keep  at  it." 

J.  F.  Rogers,  '24,  raised  the  point  that 
Alumni  in  cities  at  some  distance  from 
Bethleliem  do  not  get  enough  Lehigh 
stimulation.  He  urged  a  definite  pro- 
gram for  local  club  activities,  including 
periodical  visits  from  members  of  the 
University  staff.  He  felt  that  a  lively 
interest  in  current  affairs  at  the  Uni- 
versity must  be  built  up  among  the 
alumni  before  they  would  be  really  re- 
ceptive to  appeals  for  contributions. 


A.  T.  Wilson,  '21,  explained  the  benefit 
reaped  by  his  class  by  the  device  of 
purging  the  ofllcial  class  roll  of  inactive 
and  disinterested  men.  D.  M.  Petty,  '09, 
stated  his  opinion  with  regard  to  the 
wisdom  of  sending  the  Alumni  Bul- 
letin to  all  Lehigh  men,  relating  as  an 
example,  his  experience  with  a  class- 
mate who  had  never  been  heard  from 
from  the  time  he  graduated  until  his 
son  was  ready  for  college.  Mr.  Petty 
believes  that  the  regular  receipt  of  the 
Bulletin  was  responsible  for  maintain- 
ing the  father's  interest  and  for  his  de- 
cision to  send  his  boy  to  Lehigh. 

George  Home,  '99,  expressed  his  ap- 
proval of  the  general  idea  of  one  gift  to 
Lehigh,  stating  that  he  would  be  sorry 
to  see  that  principle  abandoned.  He 
a/so  inquired  whether  all  graduates  re- 
ceived the  Bulletin  automatically. 
(Yes.)  W.  A.  Cornelius,  '89,  moved  that 
the  Alumni  Association  continue  to  send 
the  Bit.lioti-n  to  everyone  on  the  official 
class  list.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
W.  W.  Mills,  '87,  and  carried  unani- 
mously. 

J.  H.  Pennington,  '97,  rose  to  protest 
that  the  meetings  of  the  Alumni  Council 
were  becoming  a  little  monotonous  to 
him,  inasmuch  as  there  was  always 
plenty  of  discussion  but  after  adjourn- 
ment, very  little  action.  He  declared 
that  the  real  need  was  for  aggressive 
leadership,  in  the  Council's  program. 

William  Wirt  Mills,  '87,  in  an  eloquent 
appeal,  urged  that  the  present  set-up  of 
the  Alumni  Council  be  continued  and 
that  the  Council  put  aside  all  timidity 
and  go  out  to  get  the  dollars. 

MR.  PARNHAM  called  for  nomina- 
tions for  Chairman  of  the  Council. 
Morton  Sultzer,  '12,  placed  the  nomina- 
tion of  E.  P.  Johnson,  '07.  W.  R.  Oke- 
son, '95,  moved  that  the  nominations  be 
closed    and     Mr.    Johnson    was    unani- 
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in  the  Oraduation  Recessional. 
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mously  elected  by  acclamation  and  ap- 
plause. Mr.  Farnham  relinquished  the 
chair  to  Mr.  Johnson  who  expressed 
modest  doubts  as  to  his  fitness  for  the 
task  at  hand. 

Mr.  Okeson  interrupted  to  disclose  the 
tact  that  Mr.  Johnson  has  been  a  main- 
spring in  the  Alumni  Fund  work  for  the 
past  several  years  and  that  he  has  con- 
tributed many  valuable  ideas  for  the 
future  conduct  of  the  Fund,  which  need 
only  a  little  backing  to  put  into  effect. 

A.  S.  Osbourne,  '10,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution:  "RESOLVED,  that 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Lehigh  Alumni 
Council  that  this  body  should  continue 
to  function  as  in  the  past  for  the  stimu- 
lation and  promotion  of  the  Lehigh 
Alumni  Fund,  and  that  the  Chairman 
and  the  Board  of  Governors  take  im- 
mediate action  to  create  the  necessary 
machinery  to  launch  an  active  campaign 
for  funds  during  the  next  college  year. 
The  adoption  of  the  resolution  was 
moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  car- 
ried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:40  P.M.

DIRECTORS  STUDY  FINANCIAL  PROBLEMS 

The  Active  Membership  Cup  Rules  Changed — 1933  Wins. 

Minutes  of  the  June  Meeting

THE  ANNUAL  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  Lehigh  University,  Inc.,  was 
held  at  the  Bethlehem  Club  on  Friday, 
June  9,  1934.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  at  1:15  P.M.  by  President 
Robert  Farnham,  '99.  Others  present 
v.ere:  Morton  Sultzer,  '12;  R.  S.  Taylor. 
'95;  R.  P.  More,  '10;  V.  J.  Pazzetti,  '15; 
E.  F.  Johnson,  '07;  A.  C.  Dodson,  '00; 
E.  L.  Forstall,  '20,  and  A.  E.  Buchanan. 
Jr..  'IS.  Present  also  by  invitation  were 
William  Wirt  Mills,  'S7;  W.  R.  Okeson. 
'95;  J.  A.  Brodhead,  '07,  and  A.  S.  Os- 
bcurne.   '10. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were 
approved  as  printed  in  the  December, 
1933,  issue  of  the  Alvmxi  Bullf.tix. 

Under  the  heading  of  old  business,  the 
question  of  a  policy  in  regard  to  accept- 
ing liquor  advertising  for  the  Lehigh 
An'MXi  Bi  LLETix  was  re-opened  for  dis- 
cussion. The  Editor  reported  that  the 
majority  of  the  other  alumni  magazines 
are  running  liquor  advertisements  but 
that  judging  by  the  volume  of  such  ad- 
vertising, the  BuLLETix  appears  to  be 
losing  only  three  or  four  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year  by  declining  to  accept  it. 
The  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  Board 
was  that  the  amount  involved  was  less 
important  than  the  principle;  however, 
it  was  moved  by  Dodson,  seconded  by 
Taylor,  that  in  the  future,  the  Editor 
should  be  free  to  accept  or  reject  liquor 
advertising  at  his  own  discretion. 

THE  BOARD  voted  to  enter  a  co-opera- 
tive plan  with  the  Central  News  and 
Photo  Service  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  where- 
by the  Alumxi  Bulletin  can  obtain 
free  photographs  of  Lehigh  alumni  for 
publication.  The  proposition  involved 
supplying  the  company  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  alumni  in  the 
principal  cities.  These  men  are  then 
solicited  by  a  local  photographer  to  sit 
for  a  photograph;  no  charge  being  made 
unless  the  alumnus  orders  finished 
prints  for  his  own  use.  A  great  many 
of  the  leading  colleges  are  co-operating 
in  this  service,  which  is  perfectly  repu- 
table and  is  guaranteed  to  subject  no 
one  to  high-pressure  selling  or  exorbi- 
tant prices,  since  the  photographer  in 
every  case  is  a  reputable  local  man  and 
not  a  travelling  fiy-by-night  concern. 
(As  a  number  of  these  photograph'r 
"racketeers"  are  working  in  several 
cities  without  the  oflfioial  authorization 
they  pretend  to  have,  all  Lehigh  alumni 
are  urged  to  remember  the  name.  Cen- 
tral News  and  Photo  Service,  and  to  de- 
mand credentials  before  sitting  for 
photographs  "for  publication  in  the  Le- 
inon  Ali'jim  Bi-i.letix.") 

J.  A.  Brodhead.  '07,  was  called  upon 
for  a  report  on  the  second  year  of  opera- 
I  ion  of  the  Placement  Service.  A  re- 
sume of  his  report  is  published  on  pa.ge 
12.     The   Placement    Service    is    techni- 


cally a  project  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, although  subsidized  by  the  Uni- 
versity to  the  extent  of  $3,000  for  the 
current  year.  Since  the  appropriation 
falls  somewhat  short  of  the  minimum 
operating  budget  for  the  Placement 
Bureau,  its  continuance  is  placing  an 
added  strain  on  the  Alumni  Association 
budget.  Ways  and  means  of  providing 
tor  this  added  expense  were  discussed. 
On  motion  by  Johnson,  seconded  by  Tay- 
lor, the  Board  voted  to  continue  the 
Placement  Bureau  as  a  function  of  the 
Alumni  Association. 

AT  THE  last  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  de- 
vote as  much  time  as  necessary  this 
year  to  the  continuation  and  extension 
of  the  plan  of  alumni  co-operation  in 
the  follow-up  of  prospective  students. 
This  work  has  been  carried  out  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  Registrar's  office, 
and  has  again  proved  the  value  of  per- 
sonal contact  between  alumni  and  pros- 
pective students.  Approximately  700 
individual  alumni  have  co-operated  in 
the  work.  A  great  many  new  prospects 
have  been  unearthed  by  the  efforts  and 
interest  of  various  alumni.  "WTiile  it  is 
impossible  to  evaluate  accurately  this 
phase  of  the  work  as  against  the  various 
other  devices  designed  to  stimulate  en- 
rollment, the  net  effect  of  the  intensi- 
fied efforts  to  attract  students  is  en- 
coura.ging.  Applications  filed  to  date  ex- 
ceed those  on  hand  at  this  time  last  year 
by  about  ten  per  cent.  The  value  of  the 
follow-up  work  was  a  considerable  factor 
in  the  recent  decision  by  President 
Richards  to  establish  a  permanent  de- 
partment of  admission  to  be  headed  by 
a  new  administrative  officer  with  the 
title  "Director  of  Admissions".  The 
creation  of  this  office  will  relieve  the 
alumni  office  of  a  great  deal  of  this 
work,  although  it  is  probable  that  the 
new  Director  of  Admissions  will  wish 
to  retain  the  co-operation  of  the  alumni 
in  establishing  personal  contact  with 
prospective  students.  With  this  in  mind, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  for  the  past  three  years,  the  Alum- 
ni Association,  through  its  central  office  and  its 
individual  members,  has  attempted  to  be  of 
service  to  the  University  in  establishing  per- 
scnal  ccntact  between  prcspective  students  and 
nearby  alumni,  and, 

Where.\s.  this  work  has  seemed  to  have 
been  productive  in  that  many  boys  have  been 
influenced  to  select  Lehigh  as  their  college, 
as  a  result  of  alumni  interest. 

Be  it  therefore  RESoL^^;D.  that  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  .\lumni  Association  extend 
to  Dr.  Wray  H.  Congdon.  newly  appointed 
Director  of  .\dmissions.  their  best  wishes  for 
his  success  and  assure  him  that  the  Alumni 
.■\ssociation  and  its  members  stand  subject  to 
his  call  at  any  time  to  co-cperate  in  this  work 
in   the   future  as  they  have  in  the  past. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  presented 
by  R.  S.  Taylor.  '95,  It  is  reproduced 
on  page  9.  On  motion  by  Forstall, 
seconded  by  Dodson,  the  report  was  ac- 
cepted and  spread  on  the  minutes. 

The    Alumni    Association    budget    for 
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1934-35  was  next  brought  up  for  dis- 
cussion. It  was  quickly  apparent  that 
the  subject  was  too  involved  for  im- 
mediate settlement,  and  accordingly,  the 
incoming  president  was  authorized  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  fi- 
nancial situation  of  the  Association  and 
to  prepare  a  budget  for  the  coming  year. 

AT  THE  June,  1933,  meeting  of  the 
Board,  a  Committee,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Frick,  Dodson  and  Buchanan, 
was  appointed  by  President  Potter  to  re- 
vise the  rules  governing  the  award  of 
the  Active  Membership  Cup.  The  Cup, 
presented  by  the  class  of  1888,  has  been 
awarded  to  that  class  which  on  Alumni 
Day  showed  the  highest  percentage  of 
paid-up    members    of    the    Association. 

The  committee  reported  that  it  had 
been  able  to  evolve  no  equitable  system 
of  award  which  could  be  applied  au- 
tomatically and  it  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  consider  the 
claims  of  all  classes  each  June  and  arbi- 
trarily award  the  prize  to  the  class 
which,  in  the  Board's  .iudgment,  most 
merits  recognition.  It  was  moved  by 
Taylor,  seconded  by  Mills,  that  the  old 
rules  for  the  award  of  the  Active  Mem- 
bership Cup  be  rescinded.  Carried.  It 
was  moved  by  Taylor  and  seconded  by 
Mills  that  hereafter  the  Active  Member- 
ship Cup  be  awarded  each  year  to  that 
class  which,  because  of  its  record  of  paid- 
up  members,  most  merited  recognition. 
Carried.  The  Board  then  proceeded  to 
apply  the  new  rules  and  voted  this  cup 
for  1933-34  to  the  Class  of  1933. 

By  unanimous  vote,  the  Board  author- 
ized the  appropriation  of  $2,272.73  from 
the  class  treasuries  in  the  Alumni  Fund 
to  cover  the  Bulletin  Guarantees  of  the 
classes  which  have  run  a  deficit. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  3 :  35.

Placement  Service  Report  Shows  Pick-up 
in  Employment  During  Year 

Fifty-two  Percent  of  Seniors  Placed  by  Alumni  Day 


AT  THE  close  of  its  second  year  of 
operation,  the  Placement  Bureau  can 
report  a  further  development  of  funda- 
mental policies  and  procedures  worked 
out  to  correlate  all  placement  activities 
at  the  University.  The  functions  of  the 
central  office  have  become  clear  through 
additional  experience  in  the  actual  hand- 
ling of  jobs. 

The  features  of  the  present  year  were: 
( ] )  increased  demand  upon  the  central 
office  for  interviews,  for  counselling  and 
for  correspondence;  (2)  a  pickup  in 
Senior  and  Alumni  placement  work; 
(3)  the  CWA  student  part  time  work 
project  (now  SERB)  with  its  responsi- 
bilities upon  the  Placement  Service  for 
direction  and  supervision. 

From  October  1,  '33,  to  June  1,  '34 
(the  figures  in  parentheses  are  the  cor- 
responding figures  for  the  same  eight 
months'  period  ( 1932-33 ) ,  there  were  1,714 
(1,086)  personal  calls  at  the  Placement 
Office.  Of  these  276  (254)  were  alumni 
calls;  638  (418)  were  in  connection  with 
student  part  time  employment;  340 
(168)  were  in  connection  with  senior 
guidance  and  placement;  and  460  (245) 
were  of  a  miscellaneous  nature.  For 
the  12  months  from  June  1,  '33,  to  June 
1,  '34,  there  was  a  total  of  2,360  personal 
calls  at  the  office  met  either  by  the 
writer  or  the  office  secretary,  460  of 
which  were  by  alumni. 

Ahimni  riacement.  Total  number 
alumni  registered  since  establishment  of 
the  office,  333,  including  unemployed, 
temporarily  employed  and  those  seeking

more  satisfactory  connections.  During 
the  two-year  period  of  operation,  62  of 
the  333  secured  satisfactory  employment 
on  their  own  initiative,  sometime  after 
their  registration.  They  asked  to  be 
taken  oft  our  lists.  81  placements  have 
been  made  through  the  aid  of  the  Place- 
ment Service,  56  of  these  during  the  cur- 
rent year,  of  which  24  were  CWA  jobs. 

Teacher  riacement.  Very  unfavor- 
able conditions  here.  Working  with  the 
Department  of  Education,  our  main 
work  is  building  for  the  future. 

Senioi-  Placement.  Improved  over 
last  year  but  still  difficult  for  average 
and  below-average  students.  Stimu- 
lating to  see  firm  representatives  on  the 
campus  again  seeking  graduating  seniors 
— after  a  conspicuous  absence  of  several 
years.  There  were  335  senior  inter- 
views with  14  different  firms,  10  of 
which  were  not  here  last  year.  In  ad- 
dition, there  has  been  quite  an  increase 
in  negotiations  through  correspondence. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  an  accurate  pic- 
ture of  the  situation  with  respect  to  this 
year's  graduates  because  a  number  of 
negotiations  are  still  in  process.  Some 
seniors  have  a  choice  to  make  with  four 
or  five  jobs  at  hand,  others  with  two  and 
three.  Of  the  total  class  of  269,  it  is 
estimated  at  this  date  (June  8)  that  101 
have  jobs  and  that  38  will  take  up 
graduate  work  so  that  139  of  the  269 
(52%)   are  fairly  well  accounted  for.

Big,  Rousing  Alumni  Dinner 


EVEN  though  June  is  supposed  to  be 
one  of  the  months  in  the  j'ear  when 
football  Is  tucked  away  in  the  proverbial 
mothballs,  like  a  good  man  the  great 
fall  sport  couldn't  be  kept  down  at  this 
year's  alumni  dinner  on  Friday  evening, 
June  S,  at  the  Hotel  Bethlehem.  This 
was  the  case  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a 
variety  of  indoor  sports,  such  as  wrest- 
ling, boxing  and  fencing,  occupied  the 
center  of  the  stage,  relatively  speaking, 
and  that  Billy  Sheridan,  our  esteemed 
wrestling  coach,  was  one  of  the  heroes 
of  the  occasion.  As  a  result  of  its  con- 
spicuous intrusion  into  the  alumni  din- 
ner program,  our  "football  situation" 
provided  the  keynote  for  innumerable 
"belligerent"  discussions  in  the  course 
of  the  week-end,  ijarticularly  at  several 
of  the  class  reunion  dinners. 

But  don't  get  the  idea  that  the  alumni 
dinner  was  football  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  else  or  tliat  athletics  as  a  whole  occu- 
pied the  entire  program,  because  there 
were  several  other  noteworthy  features. 

For  instance,  our  two  living  members 
of  the  class  of  '74,  Casper  W.  Haines  and 
Allan  A.  Herr,  were  given  a  great  ova- 
tion when  they  were  introduced  as 
representing  the  first  sixty-year  class 
v/hich  had  more  than  one  member  re- 
turning for  a  reunion.  Since  these  two 
Lehigh  veterans  constitute  the  only  sur- 
vivors of  their  class,  '74  was  represented 
one  hundred  per  cent  and  consequently 
was  awarded  the  '91  reunion  cup. 

Even  though  the  dinner  was  late 
getting  under  way,  pending  the  arrival 
of  Bill  Colling,  '12,  who  came  up  from 
New  York  expressly  to  serve  as  master 
of  ceremonies,  late  comers  continued  to 
arrive  till  about  8:30.  This  latter  group 
swelled  the  crowd  beyond  expectations, 
so  some  of  the  reunion  classes  which 
were  particularly  well  represented  had 
second  "shifts"  at  their  tables. 


The  '74  men  were  only  two  of  a  num- 
ber of  those  present  to  receive  special 
recognition.  President  Richards  re- 
ceived his  usual  enthusiastic  big  hand 
when  introduced  and  five  members  of 
the  Class  of  '84,  celebrating  their  golden 
anniversary,  were  given  a  rousing  cheer 
when  presented. 

Augustus  Parker-Smith,  '84,  when 
called  on  to  say  a  word  for  his  class, 
proceeded  to  wash  a  little  class  linen  in 
public  by  mildly  guying  the  slackers  of 
'84,  of  whom  there  were  four,  according 
to  his  count.  Five  men,  he  said,  showed 
up  on  Alumni  Day  practically  every 
June  without  waiting  for  any  five-year 
period  to  roll  around,  while  two  others 
had  never  returned  during  the  half-cen- 
tury since  their  graduation;  a  third  had 
only  been  back  once  when  tempted  by 
the  award  of  an  honorary  degree,  and  a 
fourth  had  to  go  to  Canada  for  his  vaca- 
tion early  every  summer  for  the  last 
20  years,  so  of  course  he  couldn't  come. 

The  class  was  therefore  divided,  ac- 
cording to  the  inside  information  af- 
forded by  Parker-Smith,  on  the  lines 
drawn  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  into  five  progressives  and 
four  backnumbers.  On  behalf  of  the 
faithful  five  he  promised  continued 
come-backs  for  at  least  another  decade. 

Refusing  to  let  '74  and  '84  get  all  the 
attention  as  far  as  classes  were  con- 
cerned, "Kink"  Johnson,  '04,  and  "Hank" 
Ketcham,  '09.  put  their  respective 
classes  into  the  running  with  original 
songs.  Johnson  rendered  one  on  "It  was 
not  like  this  in  the  olden  days,"  while 
the  entire  class  of  '09  sang  ( ? )  Ketch- 
am's  reunion  soug,  entitled,  "Lehigh, 
We  Come  to   Thee." 

Then  there  were  a  couple  of  presenta- 
tions of  a  material  nature.  Billy  Sheri- 
dan, wrestling  coach  par  excellence,  was 
presented  with  a  check  for  $500  by  Okey

in  behalf  of  a  large  group  of  Billy's  most 
intimate  friends  among  the  Alumni, 
faculty  members,  and  local  admirers. 
(Subsequent  contributions  have  raised 
this  amount  to  approximately  $600.) 
This  token  of  esteem  caught  Billy  com- 
pletely by  surprise,  but  that  didn't  pre- 
vent his  rising  to  the  occasion  by  ex- 
pressing in  a  few  well  chosen  words  his 
sincere  appreciation. 

The  Class  of  '19,  with  Bucky  Mac- 
dcnald,  its  new  president,  in  the  leading 
role,  presented  Howell  Scobey,  '36,  one 
of  our  most  deserving  undergraduates, 
with  a  purse  of  $50. 

The  "athletic  parade"  was  of  covirse 
inaugurated  by  Bosey  Reiter,  professor 
of  physical  education,  who  in  his  inimit- 
able way,  greeted  his  host  of  friends 
with  a  few  remarks  and  stories.  Then 
came  a  series  of  fencing,  wrestling  and 
boxing  bouts,  under  the  direction  of  Fay 
Bartlett  and  Billy  Sheridan.  The 
wrestlers  included  such  leading  Lehigh 
matmen  as  Ben  Bishop  and  Johnny 
Engel,  both  national  intercollegiate 
champs.  Finally  football  was  dragged 
right  into  the  limelight  in  the  course  of 
a  talk  by  Col.  Nelson  Kellogg,  who,  of 
course,  had  to  give  the  alumni  the  low- 
down  on  the  prospects  for  the  coming 
season.  He  in  turn  introduced  the  mem- 
bers of  the  coaching  staffs  present,  who 
had  not  already  participated  in  the  pro- 
gram. This  afforded  many  alumni  their 
first  opportunity  to  meet  Glen  Harnie- 
son,  the  new  head  football  coach,  as  well 
as  his  assistants, 

Kellogg's  appearance  was  preceded  by 
a  rather  unique  introduction  in  the  form 
of  a  skit  by  a  quartet  assisting  Bill  Col- 
ling. 

Two  more  or  less  extemporaneous 
features  on  the  tail  end  of  the  program 
did  more  than  a  little  to  enliven  the  oc- 
casion. The  first  of  these  was  a  visit  by 
"Al"  Hoxie  and  his  boys'  harmonica 
band  from  Philadelphia,  who  stopped  in 
at  our  dinner  to  renew  acquaintances 
with  some  Lehigh  friends,  after  giving 
a  scheduled  concert  in  the  Liberty  High 
School.  The  Home  Club  was  instru- 
mental in  having  Hoxie  drop  in. 

The  second  of  these  was  a  short 
speech  by  Fred  "Tony"  Bianco,  '14,  who 
came  all  the  way  from  Seattle  to  join 
his  class  at  their  twentieth.  "Tony," 
who  can  be  recalled  by  many  Lehigh 
men  as  a  star  lineman  when  in  college, 
aired  his  sentiments  on  some  possible 
modifications  of  our  football  principles. 
This  not  only  served  as  a  lively  climax 
to  a  program  of  this  kind,  but  also 
helped  provide  the  necessary  spark  to 
iginite  the  numerous  discussions  on  the 
subject  of  football  over  the  week-end. 

After  the  dinner  program  ended,  the 
scene  shitted  to  the  Bethlehem  Club,  on 
New  Street,  where  the  Home  Club  again 
put  on  its  annual  party. 
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Thirteen  Classes  and  Six  Bands  form 
Colorful  Reunion  P-rade 


ALUMNI  of  all  classes  began  to 
gather  on  the  campus  at  an  early 
hour  on  Saturday  morning.  Even 
'89  and  '84,  who  held  class  breakfasts, 
got  over  In  good  time  for  the  annual 
alumni  meeting  in  the  faculty  room. 
The  Packard  Laboratory,  Coppee  Hall, 
the  Library  and  the  Alumni  Building 
early  became  beehives  of  activity,  since 
each  formed  the  headquarters  for  one  or 
more  classes. 

Scotch  and  other  varieties  of  bands 
joined  forces  with  various  classes  in  the 
course  of  the  morning,  so  that  by  lunch 
time,  there  was  plenty  of  music  in  the 
air. 

Bill  McCaa,  our  well-known  photogra- 
pher, went  through  his  customary  busy 
day  lining  up  reunion  classes  for  their 
pictures,  endeavoring  to  keep  them  in  a 
suffloiently  serious  frame  of  mind.

Barnum  Brown 

Paleontologist,  explorer,  museum 

curator,  author  and 

teacher. 

DR.  BROWN  is  a  native  of  Kansas  and 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Kansas.  He  began  to  specialize  in  verte- 
brate paleontology  while  still  an  under- 
graduate. 

In  the  summer  of  1S97,  Mr.  Brown 
was  invited  to  join  an  expedition  of  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History 
In  search  of  fossil  vertebrates  in  the 
western  part  of  this  country.  So  satis- 
factory were  his  services  that  he  was 
given  a  permanent  appointment  on  the 
staff  of  the  Museum.  This  connection 
has  been  continued  for  over  thirty-seven 
jears,  during  which  time  he  has  con- 
ducted investigations  throughout  North 
and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa  and 
Asia.  A  number  of  the  most  important 
discoveries  in  paleontology  in  recent 
years  are  due  to  his  researches.  He  has 
had  a  large  part  in  the  upbuilding  in 
the  American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory of  the  most  complete  collection  of 
extinct  vertebrates  to  be  found  in  any 
museum.  He  has  developed  special  skill 
and  technique  in  the  discovery,  excava- 
tion, transportation  and  restoration  of 
these  "relics  of  the  past"  frequently 
found  in  such  a  fragile  and  fragmentary 
state  as  though  defying  man's  efforts  at 
restoration. 

Through  his  efforts,  many  of  the  gaps 
in  the  development  of  the  vertebrates 
have  been  filled.  Particularly  has  the 
connection  between  birds  and  reptiles 
been  more  definitely  established  l)y  his 
finding  the  remains  of  some  intermedi- 
ate forms.  Dr,  Brown  is  spending  the 
present  summer  in  the  West  excavating 
other  dinossaurian  remains  which  he 
discovered  a  few  years  ago.  These  repre- 
sent new  forms.  He  will  also  employ 
the  airplane  in  extensive  reconnais- 
sances throughout  the  Big  Horn  Moun- 
tains and  the  Black  Hills. 


Wm.  Laicrence  Estes,  M.D. 
Physician,  surgeon,  humanitar- 
ian, pioneer  in  traumatic 
and  abdominal  surgery, 

DR.  ESTES  was  born  and  educated  in 
the  South.  He  prepared  for  the 
medical  school  at  Bethel  College  in  Ken- 
tucky, entered  the  University  of  Virginia 
in  1874  and  received  his  M.D.  in  1877. 
He  continued  his  medical  education  at 
New  York  University,  receiving  his 
second  M.D.  degree  in  1878,  a  necessary 
prelude  to  an  internship  in  a  New  York 
hospital  in  those  days.  Following  two 
years  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  in  New  York 
City,  Dr,  Estes  was  called  to  the  newly 
established  St.  Luke's  Hospital  in  Beth- 
lehem as  "Visiting  Physician  and  Sur- 
geon, In  1S83  he  was  made  Superin- 
tendent and  Surgeon  in  Chief  of  the  hos- 
pital, which  latter  position  he  held  until 
his  retirement  In   1920, 

St.  Luke's  in  its  early  days,  with  its 
close  connection  with  the  railroad  and 
steel  industry,  was  a  fertile  field  tor 
traumatic  surgery.  A  pioneer  in  this, 
his  specialty,  Dr,  Estes  rapidly  won  for 
himself  a  reputation  tor  unusually  skill- 
ful treatment  of  fractures,  amputations 
and  in.iuries  of  all  types.  He  was  par- 
ticularly successful  in  his  treatment  of 
shock  subsequent  to  injury.  Epoch 
making  in  the  treatment  of  fractures 
was  his  use  of  steel  plates  and  pegs. 

As  an  administrator  he  made  of  St. 
Luke's  a  hospital  worthy  of  a  large 
community  and  a  boon  to  the  citizens  of 
Bethlehem. 

Lehigh  University  has  long  considered 
Dr.  Estes  one  of  her  own.  From  1883- 
1923,  Dr.  Estes  lectured  to  Lehigh  stu- 
dents on  physiology  and  hygiene  and 
exercised  a  beneficial  influence  upon 
hundreds  of  college  boys.  We  honour  in 
him  the  great  surgeon,  we  welcome  back 
the  former  teacher,  the  fellow  citizen 
and  the  friend. 


N.  Y.  Club  Holds  Important 
Post-Season  Session 

L.  Earl  Wilson,  "14,  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Lehigh  Club  of  New  York  at 
the  annual  meeting  on  June  18,  with 
John  I.  Kirkpatrick,  '29,  vice-president, 
and  Wm,  Wirt  Mills,  '87,  was  re-elected 
secretary-treasurer. 

The  following  Alumni  were  elected 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  to 
serve  for  three  years:  C,  J.  Parker,  '88; 
J.  L.  Burley,  '94;  E.  S.  Colling,  '12;  L. 
E.  Wilson,  '14;  G.  R.  Macdonald,  '19; 
A.  L,  Bayles,  '25;  H,  V.  Schwimmer,  '26. 

Morton  Sultzer,  '12,  became  an  honor- 
ary member  of  the  board  of  governors 
by  reason  of  his  election  as  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association. 

Prof.  Robert  Hall,  affectionately 
known  as  "Bob,"  came  over  from  the 
campus  and  talked  in  an  interesting 
v«ay  on  heredity  and  environment. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  showed  a 
balance  of  $129.00. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  gover- 
nors following  the  general  meeting  of 
the  club,  Wm,  Wirt  Mills,  '87,  reported 
that  when  he  was  on  the  campus  on 
Alumni  Day  he  was  taken  to  task  by  an 
official  of  the  University  for  the  failure 
of  the  New  York  Club  to  hold  a  Lehigh 
Concert  in  the  metropolis  this  year. 
Commissioner  Mills  stated  that  he  re- 
plied to  the  University  official  that  so 
far  as  he  was  concerned  he  would  never 
again  endeavor  to  arrange  a  Lehigh  con- 
cert in  New  York  unless  and  until  an 
agreement  would  be  worked  out  with 
the  Dean  so  as  to  prevent  the  s'nattering 
of  the  musical  forces  of  Lehigh  by  the 
barring  from  participation  in  the  con- 
cert of  singers  and  players  who  were  es- 
sential to  the  making  of  a  good  showing 
for  Lehigh.  This  was  the  case  in  regard 
to  a  bass  singer  a  few  years  ago,  on 
whom  the  success  of  the  concert  was 
largely  dependent. 

Mr.  Mills  stated  that  last  year  there 
were  two  men  who  were  vital  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  concert — one  a  solo  singer  of 
especial  merit  and  the  other  an  embodi- 
ment of  life  and  fun  who  was  necessary 
to  give  vivacity  to  the  performance. 

Both  were  deficient  scholastically  in 
some  respect  or  other  and  both  were 
barred  from  helping  Lehigh  to  put  its 
best  foot  foremost  before  a  metropolitan 
audience.  Mr.  Mills  stated  that  he 
argued  and  pleaded  without  avail  to  ob- 
tain permission  for  these  men  to  par- 
ticipate and  in  consequence  the  concert 
that  might  have  been  a  great  success 
was  a  rather  flat  affair. 

The  point  that  Mr.  Mills  made  was 
that  while  eligibility  rules  might  be 
proper  and  necessary  in  many  cases  of 
student  participation  in  public  events, 
such  rules  ought  to  be  set  aside  when 
the  musical  organizations  were  invited 
to  New  York  to  make  a  showing  for  Le- 
high before  a  metropolitan  audience. 

The  board  of  governors  unanimously 
adopted  a  resolution  endorsing  these 
views  and  requesting  favorable  consid- 
eration by  the  University  authorities. 
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Second   Largest  Class  Joins  Alumni  Body 
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LEHIGH'S  second  largest  senior  class 
In  history,  253  men  receiving  bache- 
lors' degrees,  was  graduated  on 
Tuesday,  June  12,  at  the  sixty-sixth 
commencement  exercises  marking  the 
finale  of  the  traditional  three-day  pro- 
gram. This  class  numbered  just  one 
less  than  that  of  1931,  which  constituted 
the  high  water  marlf  so  far.  The  total 
number  of  degrees  was  278,  which  in- 
cluded two  honorary  doctorates. 

Two  scientists,  eminent  in  their  re- 
spective fields  of  surgery  and  paleon- 
tology, were  the  recipients  of  the  two 
honorary  degrees.  One  of  these,  Dr. 
William  L.  Estes,  Sr.,  father  of  "Billy", 
'05,  and  "Ted",  '20,  is  well  known  to 
thousands  of  Lehigh  men,  as  a  former 
lecturer  on  our  faculty  and  chief  sur- 
geon at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Bethlehem, 
for  so  many  years.  The  other  honorary 
degree  was  conferred  on  Barnum  Brown, 
of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory, New  York. 

The  graduation  class  included  a  gener- 
ous proportion  of  sons,  brothers  and 
other  relatives  of  alumni,  particularly 
brothers  of  recent  graduates. 

University    Sunday 

THE  sixty-sixth  commencement  pro- 
gram was  formally  inaugurated  by 
the  academic  procession  to  the  Chapel 
from  the  Alumni  Memorial  Building  on 
Sunday  morning,  June  10,  the  line  moving 


promptly  at  10:30,  the  appointed  time. 
The  baccalaureate  sermon  on  "The 
Spirit  of  Growth"  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Claude 
G.  Beardslee,  chaplain  and  professor  of 
moral  and  religious  philosophy,  consti- 
tuted the  third  iu  a  series  by  him,  pre- 
senting the  reasons  why  Lehigh  teaches 
wisdom. 

Dr.  Beardslee  conducted  the  service, 
assisted  by  Bishop  Prank  W.  Sterrett, 
of  the  P.  E.  Diocese  of  Bethlehem  and 
a  member  of  our  board  of  trustees;  the 
Very  Rev.  Walter  H.  Gray,  dean  of  the 
Nativity  Episcopal  Church.  The  sing- 
ing throughout  the  service  was  led  by 
the  choir  of  the  Nativity  Church,  un- 
der the  direction  of  T.  Edgar  Shields. 
University  organist,  and  choirmaster  at 
that  church. 

Dr.  Beardslee  said  in  part;  Humanity 
is  a  committee  of  the  \vhole  with  power 
to  act, — power  to  determine,  for  example, 
the  size  and  quality  of  the  committee. 
In  modern  civilization  there  is  a  marked 
tendency  away  from  individual  freedom 
toward  collective  control.  In  moral  and 
religious  thought  there  has  been  for  cen- 
turies a  growing  devotion  to  the  right 
of  every  person  to  free  growth  in  all 
kinds  of  nobility,  sense  and  intelligence. 
In  every  religion  there  is  an  immensely 
powerful  movement  away  from  collective 
creedal  control  toward  individual  intel- 
lectual freedom.  In  this  opinion,  group 
membership'  is  considered  expedient 
lather  than  necessary  and  people  in- 
creasingly refuse  to  sign  intellectual 
blank  checks,  or  they  sign  them  under 
pressure  and  then  stop  payment.  As  this 
tendency  has  strengthened,  critical  judg- 
n^ents  of  trained  individuals  have  become 
increasingly  important,  widespread  and 
effective.

CIa.s.s  Day 

THERE  were  a  couple  of  significant 
innovations  in  this  year's  Class  Day 
program  held  on  the  campus  which  in 
general   is   patterned  by   tradition. 

For  the  first  time  in  years  or  perhaps 
in  history,  the  junior  class  was  given  a 
voice  in  tlie  proceedings  when  their 
president.  Paul  F.  Preston,  of  Burling- 
ton, Vt.,  made  a  formal  presentation  of 
a  check  for  $1,000  to  Billy  Sheridan, 
wrestling  coach.  This  sum  represented 
the  profit  made  by  the  Class  of  '35  from 
an  unusually  successful  Junior  Prom. 
Although  this  presentation  followed  a 
similar  one  by  the  Alumni  on  Friday 
evening,  it  was  the  undergraduates  who 
supplied  the  incentive  for  alumni  action 
along  this  line. 

Another  innovation  consisted  of  a  few 
remarks  by   Dean  McConn. 

Ben  Bishop,  of  Manheim,  Pa.,  national 
intercollegiate  wrestling  champion  and 
captain  of  this  year's  titular  team, 
proved  conclusively  that  he  Is  just  as 
much  at  home  on  the  rostrum  as  he  is 
on  the  mats.  As  president  of  his  class, 
he  not  only  conducted  the  program  in 
finished  style,  but  also  initiated  the  pro- 
ceedings with  a  splendid  word  of  greet- 
ing to  the  parents  and  friends. 

Everybody  from  taxi  drivers  and  hot 
dog  vendors  to  renowned  scientists  and 
captains  of  industry  were  predicted  in 
the  class  prophecy  read  by  Eugene  L. 
Wildman.  of  Baltimore,  and  Robert  R. 
Gordon,  of  Pittsburgh.  The  final  roll 
call  was  read  by  Lewis  H.  Eichelberger, 
of  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  sec.-treas. 

A  number  of  presents  of  a  less  sub- 
stantial nature  than  that  given  to  Billy 
Sheridan  were  distributed  to  several 
members  of  the  class  by  Philip  G.  Nicker- 
son,  of  Pittsburgh,  most  of  which  were 
portrayed   individual   idiosyncracies. 

The  class  day  program  was  concluded 
v/ith  the  traditional  planting  of  the  class 
sprig  of  ivy,  with  the  address  by  Richard 
N.  Lindabury,  of  Burlington,  N.  J.  The 
class  chose  a  corner  on  the  campus  side 
of  the  Packard  Laboratory  for  this. 

Social  events  included  the  reception 
by  President  and  Mrs.  Richards  to  the 
graduating   class,   faculty,   trustees   and 
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alumni   in   Drown   Hall   and   the   senior 
ball  in  the  same  place  that  evening. 

Uiiivei'sity  Day 

THE  colortul  and  impressive  academic 
procession  from  the  Alumni  Me- 
morial Building  to  the  Chapel  headed  by 
the  standard  bearers,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  University  officials, 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  the 
college  careers  of  the  253  members  oE 
the  Class  of  1934,  with  the  exception  of 
those  who  will  continue  with  advanced 
work.  The  procession  wended  its  way 
into  the  Chapel  to  the  strains  of  marclies 
by  the  University  band  and  by  T.  Edgar 
Shields  on  the  organ. 

Following  a  brief  prayer  by  Dr.  C.  G. 
Beardslee,  chaplain,  and  another  organ 
selection.  Dr.  Frank  Pierrepont  Graves, 
president  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York  and  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation of  that  State,  delivered  the  com- 
mencement address  on  "The  Obligations 
of  Leadership."  Dr.  Graves  pointed  out 
the  need  for  an  'aristocracy  of  ser- 
vice" rather  than  an  "aristocracy  of 
brains,"  as  the  ultimate  goal  of  uni- 
versity training.  His  address  consti- 
tuted a  stirring  challenge  to  university- 
trained  leaders  to  exercise  control  over 
brute  nature  and  to  contribute  continu- 
ally toward  the  abolition  of  ignorance, 
poverty,  disease  and  crime.

OBITUARIES 

T.  Allderdice.  "83 

Taylor  Allderdice.  leader  in  civic  and 
business  life  in  Pittsburgh,  died  at  liis 
home  on  May  20.  Allderdice  formerly  was 
president  of  the  National  Tube  Co.  He 
retired  in  192S.  ending  a  career  begun  as 
a  laborer  in  Pittsburgh  steel  mills.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  members  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Board  of  Education,  being  ap- 
pointed in  1911  and  serving  continuously 
until  his  death.  In  recognition  of  his  ser- 
vice to  education,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  Pittsburgh  named  a  high  school, 
built  in  1924,  the  Taylor  Allderdice  High 
School.  In  1917,  Lehigh  conferred  a  Mas- 
ter of  Science  degree  upon  Allderdice  in 
recognition  of  his  distinguished  career. 
He  served  as  trustee  for  Carnegie  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  and  of  Carnegie  In- 
stitute. During  his  later  years  he  de- 
voted much  of  his  time  to  the  Carnegie 
Hero  Fund  Commission,  of  which  he 
was  manager  and  secretary.  He  was 
Alumnus  Trustee  of  Lehigh  from  1921- 
27. 

Allderdice  was  a  director  of  the  Amer- 
ican Petroleum  Institute,  the  Dahlberg 
Corporation  of  America.  Homeopathic 
Hospital  of  Pittsburgh,  Keystone  Sand 
and  Supply  Co.,  Pittsburgh  Screw  and 
Bolt  Corporation.  Pittsburgh  Aviation 
Industrial  Corporation,  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Blind  and 
the  Pittsburgh  Bureau  of  Governmental 
Research. 

Surviving  him  are  his  widow,  four 
daughters,  two  sons  and  one  sister. 

R.  C.  Warriner,  '94 

Ruel  Chaffee  Warriner,  a  consulting 
mining  engineer,  died  of  heart  disease 
on  .Inly  1,  in  Johannesburg,  South  Afri- 
ca, where  he  went  last  year  to  inspect 
some  mining  property.  He  had  spent 
many  years  in  the  mining  industry 
there,  organizing  the  Crown  Mines,  one 
of  the  largest  gold  producers  of  the 
world  and  devising  the  system  by  which 
all  mine  plans  are  made  and  mapped  in 
South  Africa.  Warriner  had  received  the 
gold  medal  of  the  South  African  Asso- 
ciation of  Engineers.  He  had  served  as 
consulting  engineer  of  the  Central  Min- 
ing and  Investment  Corporation,  director 
and  vice-president  of  the  Maracaibo  Oil 
Exploration  Company  and  vice-president 
of  the  Bishop  Oil  Corporation,  the  Won- 
der Company,  Ltd.,  and  Mines  and  Com- 
merce of  Delaware,  Inc.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining 
and  Metallurgical  Engineers  and  Delta 
Upsilon  Fraternity.  His  wife,  three 
daughters  and  one  son  survive.  S.  D. 
Warriner.   '90,   a  brother,   also   survives. 

R.  C.  Hengst,  '95 

Robert  Graham  Hengst,  president  of 
Ihe  Universal  Sand  and  Gravel  Co.,  died 
suddenly  on  May  20,  at  his  home  in 
New  Castle,  Pa.  He  was  also  president 
of  the  Leesburg,  Pa.,  Silica  Sand  Co. 
His  wife  survives  him. 


J.  E.  Stocker,  '95 

John  Eugene  Stocker.  well  known  to 
thousands  of  Lehigh  men  as  an  impor- 
tant member  of  the  staff  of  the  Mathe- 
matics Department  for  thirty-one  years, 
consecutively,  died  suddenly  at  his  home 
on  Centre  Street,  Bethlehem,  on  July  5. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  held  the 
rank  of  associate  professor  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Astronomy,  having  risen 
from  that  of  instructor.  In  point  of  ser- 
vice he  was  one  of  the  oldest  members 
of  the  Lehigh  faculty,  having  been  one 
of  those  to  receive  life  membership  in 
the  Alumni  Association  at  the  alumni 
dinner  in  June,  19.^.3,  in  recognition  of 
his  loyal  service. 


Stocker  entered  Lehigh  from  the 
Kutztown  State  Normal  School  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  honors. 
He  earned  Phi  Beta  Kappa  membership 
at  Lehigh  and  after  graduation  became 
master  of  mathematics  and  science  at 
the  Western  Military  Academy.  Alton, 
111.  Returning  to  Bethlehem  several 
years  later,  he  became  principal  of  the 
Bethlehem  High  School,  which  post  he 
relinquished  to  return  to  his  Alma  Ma- 
ter. He  also  served  as  president  of  the 
Bethlehem  Borough  School  Board  for  a 
time. 

He  was  a  native  of  Saylorsburg.  about 
twenty  miles  north  of  Bethlehem,  and 
was  long  active  in  the  work  of  Christ 
Reformed  Church,  Bethlehem.  His  wife 
preceded  him  in  death  seven  years  ago. 

E.  H.  Sigison,  '95 

Edwin  Harrison  Sigison,  Buffalo  di- 
vision manager  of  the  New  York  Fire 
Insurance  Rating  organization,  died  at 
his  summer  home  in  Canada,  on  June 
16,  as  a  result  of  a  heart  attack.  After 
receiving  an  E.E.  degree  from  Lehigh, 
Sigison  entered  the  employ  of  the  city 
of  Buffalo  as  inspector  of  gas  lighting 
equipment.  In  1901,  he  was  appointed 
inspector  of  the  Buffalo  Association  of 
Fire  Underwriters.  Ten  years  later  he 
was  appointed  manager  of  the  associa- 
tion,   a    position    he    retained    until    his 


death.  He  became  manager  of  the  in- 
surance rating  organization  in  1923.

O.  C.  MacKnight,  '99 

Owen  Gray  MacKnight,  telephone  en- 
gineer with  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  died  at  his 
home  on  May  2.  MacKnight  was  an 
electrical  engineering  graduate  of  Le- 
high and  a  member  of  Tau  Beta  Pi 
honorary  engineering  society.  He  was  a 
member  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fraternity.

40th  Reunion  -  Class  of  1894 

The  40-year  reunion  is  history!  And 
what  a  gathering  it  was!  That  2  6  men 
out  of  a  class  list  containing  6  6  names 
should  come  back  to  the  old  campus 
after  40  years  shows  that  the  blood  of 
those  men,  who  in  the  early  90's  blazed 
so  conspicuous  a  trail  over  the  Lehigh 
campus,  still  runs  red.  These  are  the 
words  in  which  Empie,  Poet  Laureate 
of  the  Class,  describes  his  reactions  on 
the  occasion: 

The  40th  Reunion  of  '94  could  only 
be  qualified  as  a  complete  success.  The 
faithful  began  gathering  on  Friday  and 
a  dozen  ate  the  Alumni  Dinner  to- 
gether, and  dropping  in  one  or  two  at 
a  time  about  twice  that  number  par- 
took of  the  University  luncheon,  and 
formed  in  the  "Big  P-Rade  of  Re- 
union", '94  gathering  in  front  of  old 
Packer  Hall,  headquarters  for  past 
pleasures  and  pains. 

Pop  Wooden  had  turned  up  by  this 
time,  bringing  with  him  a  little  lad 
cf  eight,  and  without  being  pressed 
too  much  he  admitted  proudly  that  it 
was  his  youngest,  and  for  a  few  mom- 
ents Weymouth  lost  track  of  his  orien- 
tation, and  struck  dumb,  he  walked 
around  the  terrace  of  Packer  Hall, 
lost  in  awe  and  admiration  and  then 
broke  forth  in  a  paean  of  praise,  the 
refrain  of  which  was,  "Whataman," 
which  the  class  took  up  antiphonally. 
Finally,  when  Weymouth  recovered  he 
said  most  feelingly,  "Pop,  you  must 
tell  the  class  how  you  do  it."  And  so, 
led  by  a  little  child,  we  marched  along 
with  the  other  faithful  to  the  stadium. 
That  night  at  the  Bethlehem  Club  25 
sat  down,  like  all  loving  families  do, 
to  one  big  table,  and  intermingled  the 
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memories  of  undergraduate  days  with 
Ihe  liow  and  wliere  and  tlie  effects  of 
che  New  Deal.

In- 
cidentally, Jimmie  Hughes,  one  of  our 
two  "despised"  classicals,  stated  dog- 
matically he  was  6  2,  "and  behind  me 
at  home  a  twenty  months'  old  child 
runs  and  says  Da-Da."  Sudden  sick- 
r.ess,  business,  and  death  in  the  family 
kept  Buel,  Roderick,  Hallock,  Under- 
wood and  Smith  away,  and  there  was 
sighing  for  the  absent. 

Many  letters  to  your  correspondent 
from  others  who  found  it  impossible 
to  be  present,  reflected  present  day 
conditions.  Among  interesting  letters 
received  is  this  one  from  Walter  Duns- 
combe: 

Lynn   Haven,  Fla.,  May  26,   1934. 
Dear   Shep  : 

This  is  a  long  delayed  scrawl  after  the  many 
strenuous  pleadings  received  from  you  1  And 
there  is  really  no  excuse  for  it  when  one 
comes  right  down  to  brass  tacks,  so  I  plead 
guilty  before  the  Court!  40  years!  Gee  whiz! 
And  how  I'd  like  to  get  back  there  just  for 
these  few  hours,  but  I  don't  see  how  I'm  going 
to  make  it,  for  just  as  luck  would  have  it, 
there  are  several  matters  coming  to  attention 
just  at  this  time  that  simply  cannot  be  post- 
poned ;  and  when  REAL,  money  is  in  sight 
after  all  the  very  lean  years,  it  behooves  one 
to  stick  around.  You  see  I've  spent  all  my  life 
and  money  on  a  family  of  seven  kids,  five 
girls  and  two  boys  who  are  all  on  their  own 
now,  so  it  leaves  me  to  begin  stowing  away 
enough  for  a  pine  box  and  a  cemetery  lot  be- 
fore the  devil  overtakes  me !  I  believe  I  have 
40  years  to  do  it  in,  for  I  never  felt  better 
in  my  life,  but  one  never  can  tell  at  this  stage 
of  existence  ! 

As  to  my  professional  history  there  really 
hasn't  been  much  since  the  war,  for  I  am 
one  of  those  darned  engineers  who  brought 
on  this  depression  by  designing  machines  to  do 
away  with  manual  labor!  If  Anton  Hesse  is 
there  he  can  tell  you  something  of  the  350 
ton  crane  I  designed  during  the  war  period : 
since  then  I've  had  only  one  real  good  consult- 
ing job,  and  that  was  the  Virginian  Ry's  coal 
pier  at  Sewells  Point,  Norfolk.  Va.,  with  a 
capacity  of  SOOO  tons  per  hour.  If  any  of  you 
have  seen  a  car  dumper,  or  one  of  the  Hulett 
ore  unloaders  along  the  Great  Lakes,  you  have 
seen  some  of  my  _handiwork.  How  long  has 
Beinhower  been  in  Sylacauga.  Ala.?  I  passed 
through  there  not  two  months  ago  on  my  way 
to  Talledega.  I  don't  run  across  many  Lehigh 
men,  and  no  old  classmates.  My  old  friend  in 
this  town.  A.  H.  Van  Cleve,  '90.  passed  out 
about  a  month  ago,  so  I'm  the  sole  repre- 
sentative of  Lehigh  now  in  this  neck  of  the 
woods.  Well.  I  might  ramble  along  but  this 
is  enough  for  the  40th.  Remember  me  to  the 
boys,  each  and  every  one  of  them,  and  au  re- 
voir  !

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assured).  Brightly  attired  in  white 
trousers,  crimson  jaclvets  bearing  the 
red  and  blue  letters  "F.  D."  (no,  not  a 
new  alphabetical  creation  of  the  Roose- 
velt administration),  and  the  familiar 
Ed.  Wynne  fire  chief's  headgear  (no. 
not  an  advertising  proposition),  headed 
by  (appropriately)  "Red"  Crewe  and  a 
suitable  oilcloth  sign  showing  the  class 
numerals  in  red,  from  each  of  which 
yellow  flames  ascended  (similar  to  the 
oft-seen  unguentine  diving  girl),  and 
marching  to  the  snappy  rhythm  of  the 
nattily  uniformed  redcoats  of  the  local 
American  Jjegion  band,  '29's  P-raders 
brightened  up  a  cloudy  afternoon  along 
the  line  of  march  on  the  Campus  and 
also  enlivened  the  proceedings  in  the 
Stadium.  In  addition  to  the  bugle  and 
drum  corps,  numbering  over  20.  between 
SO  and  90  men  paraded.  Of  this  number, 
however,  only  President  Crewe,  the  ban- 
ner-carriers. Gene  Quinlan  and  I,  the 
band,  and  Dewey  Trantuni  and  Wliitey 
Holt,  carrying  a  miniature  house,  en- 
tered the  field  at  first.  After  the  singing 
of  the  Alma  Mater,  suddenly,  a  confla- 
gration set  the  house  (Lumberman 
Trantum's  craftmanship)  in  a  blaze  and 
the  alert  Fire  Chief  Crewe  summoned 
the  balance  of  his  crew  by  siren,  and  in 
a  jiffy  they  responded,  dragging  by  ropes 
the  hose  reel  and  each  carrying  a  filled 
bucket,  which  was  poured  upon  the 
short-lived  architectural  masterpiece 
(instead  of  on  the  sagacious  and  nimble 
Crewe,  as  plotted).  All  of  us  next  had 
the  opportunity  once  again  to  pose  be- 
fore the  camera  craft  of  Bill  McCaa.  Le- 
high's perennial  re-uner  since  ISXX. 

The  class  banquet  was  a  memorable 
affair.  Arriving  late  at  the  Sun  Inn,  Dr. 
Neil  Carothers  missed  a  swell  steak  din- 
ner, but  he  fared  well  no  doubt  at 
Eugene  Grace's  party.  Which  in  itself 
explained  his  "queer  costume"  (I  quote). 
a  tuxedo  (nevertheless  befitting  our 
only  speaker)  at  an  affair  liberally 
marked  by  seersuckers,  white  linens 
and  flannels.  Like  the  regular  feller 
that  he  is,  the  Doctor  doffed  his  dinner 
jacket  when  he  joined  the  shirt-sleeved 
diners. 

Red's  introduction  of  Carothers  as  "a 
Southern  Gentleman"  (for  the  second 
successive  time  in  five  years)  furnished 
the  first  point  of  reminiscence  for  the 
popular  Prof.,  as  he  commented  on  our 
senior  banquet,  Whitey  Holt's  "satisfac- 
tory report"  to  the  Dean  at  the  senior 
ball,  the  "Four  Horsemen  of  Chi  Phi" 
(Behr,  Quinlan,  VanWinkle.  Wilcox), 
the  candy  presentation  to  Miss  Gillen. 
his  own  kidnapping  of  Red's  house  party 
girl,  and  many  other  events  in  the  gone- 
but-not-forgotten  category  of  one  so  ob- 
servant of  student  life  as  he  and  with 
such  a  happy  faculty  for  remembering. 
Dr.  Carothers  told  us  why  the  Class  of 
1929  was  "the  greatest  to  have  been 
graduated  from  Lehigh,"  backing  the 
statement  with  outstanding  examples  in 
national  events  since  1929.  to  wit:  a 
bank  panic  ensued  upon  the  entrance 
into  the  largest  N.  Y.  banks  of  his  own 
business  products,  Messrs.  Brennan  and 
Kirkpatrick;  and  steel  production 
dropped  from  95%  to  35%  when  Crewe. 
Roberts,  and  the  other  Lehigh  loopers 
started  managing  that  industry.  It  was 
a  great  talk,  with  gestures, — only  (I  am 
reminded  by  Becker)  he  forgot  to  de- 
scribe anything  as  either  "horrible"  or 
"ghastly".  Seriously,  he  impressed  us 
with  the  high  standards  of  admission 
and  scholarship  the  University  has 
maintained  in  these  lean  years  and  re- 


assured us  that  a  Lehigh  diploma  is  to 
be  coveted. 

Upon  President  Crewe's  suggestion, 
the  revered  Southern  Gentleman  was 
unanimously  voted  an  honorary  Twenty- 
Niuer,  and  with  right  band  upraised  in 
the  solemn  presence  of  engineers  and 
some  unemployed  business  men.  Class- 
mate Carothers  repeated  a  binding  oath 
of  allegiance  to  attend  every  reunion  of 
the  class.  This  was  administered  by 
Chief  Justice  Brennan.  our  non-prac- 
ticing attorney.  There  followed  presen- 
tation of  a  "pledge  pin,"  a  beautiful  cor- 
sage of  talisman  roses  from  "Sis"  Mix- 
sell's  flower  shop  in  the  Hotel  Bethle- 
hem, which  was  accepted  graciously  by 
the  surprised  recipient,  who  never  be- 
fore had  been  presented  with  such  a 
floral  tribute,  he  declared. 

RANDOM   REUTNTION   REMINISCENCE 

The  early  arrivals  Friday  night  were 
numerous.  I  counted  35,  but  the  ubiqu- 
itous Brennan.  who  covered  the  Bethle- 
hem Club,  the  Hotel,  the  Sun  Inn  and 
the  Maennerchor,  besides  intermediate 
points,  claims  there  were  nearer  a  hun- 
dred. Methinks  that  night  Tom  was 
seeing  double! 

A  review  of  the  July,  1930,  issue  of 
the  Alumni  Bulletin  indicates  that  we 
had  about  40  back  for  our  First-Year  Re- 
union. 25  of  whom  paraded  and  only  20 
of  whom  attended  the  class  banquet  at 
the  Hotel  Bethlehem. 

Our  Class  Banquet  was  attended  by  97, 
including  several  who  were  welcome 
even  though  not  classmates,  like  Andy 
Buchanan,  'IS:  Johnnie  Maxwell.  '26; 
Dick  Castor,  '27;  Andy  Rupkey,  Arizona, 
'29,  and  Walt  Wanamaker.  Walt  is  a 
Bethlehem  GJohe-Times  advertising  man 
who  kept  things  humming  in  his  capacity 
as  guest  artist — at  the  piano.  Rupkey, an 
erstwhile  Steel  looper  and  a  Phi  Gam 
known  by  some  of  us,  couldn't  get  back 
for  his  five-year  reunion  at  Arizona,  so 
attended  ours  and  felt  right  at  home. 

Our  own  classmates  in  foreign  coun- 
tries had  received  special  invitations 
and  the  regrets  of  Oogie  Chamberlin  (of 
Hawaii,  U.  S.  A.),  Phil  Angeles  of 
Mexico  City),  and  Eddie  Lyons  (of 
Stockholm)   were  cited. 

Ted  Steiumetz  took  the  travel  honors, 
coming  on  from  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  for 
the  occasion.  I  believe  Johnny  Gehrke 
was  runner-up,  as  he  made  the  trip  from 
Dayton,  Ohio.  Porky  Flynn  came  all  the 
way  from  Boston. 

Ed  and  Mrs.  Gerwig,  and  Bob  Davis 
also,  had  driven  up  from  West  Virginia. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gerwig  occupied  Room 
No.  29  at  the  Sun  Inn,  an  easy  number 
for  Ed  to  remember.  No  inferences, 
please. 

Just  for  the  fun  of  it.  we  had  a  Class 
Reunion  Register  at  our  week-end  head- 
quarters and  most  of  those  who  re- 
turned signed.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  of  the  87  who  entered  their  names 
and  other  personal  data.  28  gave  their 
address  as  Pennsylvania,  27  as  New  Jer- 
sey, 20  as  New  York,  the  other  states 
represented  among  those  who  returned 
being  Delaware,  3 ;  Connecticut,  Mary- 
land and  West  Virginia.  2  each,  and 
Iowa,  Ohio  and  Washington,  D.  C,  one 
each.  It  is  interesting  to  note  also  that 
31  of  the  87  signers  stated  that  they  are 
married  and  from  the  information  given 
about  occupation  and  employer.  I  would 
count  nine  as  unemployed. 

Dewey  Trantum's  "speech"  at  the 
banquet  brought  mirth.  Bucky,  repre- 
senting officialdom,  favored  us  with  a
